There is a fatal fondness prevalt-ut in the
community for newspaper notoriety. Pri-
vocyhu* l<»ng censed to be regarded as ne

cesaary, except in a very few cases, and a

repulsive teudeucy in the opposite direction
has usurped itH place. The most .-acred
transactions of lite, iutimately concerning
only the immediate actors, are now lull) re-

porieil. thus frequently serving as the text
t>»r coarse coinment or unseemly jest. What
mutters it to the great world that Miso Lau-
ra .Matilda Stntile has thought proper to take
the more euphonious name of Mrs. Ladylove?
It Mr. tiilldipper abondons his single stato

bestowing his patronymic upon some unfor¬
tunate ofthe other sex, whose business is it?
Why should the mass of readers be pestered
by long accounts of the ceremonials incident
to the occurrence? The quiet, domestic vir¬
tues shrink abashed from such public inspec¬
tion. The desire lor elaborate description,
growing out of theconstantly increasing hab¬
it of connecting private family histories with
the wider public life, has led many organs
of opinion in cities to adopt measures in re¬

gard to the publication of intelligence which
otherwise would have met with the severest
rebuke. Some of the metropolitau journals
have adopted au offensive practice of describ¬
ing funeral ceremonies, detailing the som¬
bre appearance of the chief mourners, the
number of carriages in the cortege, the dress
ofthe dead body, and the style of the burial
case. Wo cannot conceive of any commu¬

nity being so vitiated in taste or morals as to
crave such mental pabulum as is furnished
by these narrations. The newspaper should
be the chronicler of all events of general in¬

terest, and assist in inculcating good morals;
but never become the rccord of potty occur¬

rences, of prime importance only to the indi¬
viduals directly concerned, it may be diffi¬
cult oftentimes to draw the line between
private and public matters, but it certainl)
becomes the duty of those connected with
the press to exercise jealous care in all mat¬
ters of questionable public interest..Boston
Transcript.
ORIGIN OF FKANK1NG LETTKKS.

It occurred in the debate on the
Post Office bill in the year 1G60:

"Col. Titus reported the bill for the settle¬
ment of the post office, with the amendments.

"Sir Walter Karle delivered a proviso for the
letters of all members of Parliament to go
free, during their sittings.

"Sir Heneage Finch said it was a poor, men¬

dicant proviso, and below the honor of the
House.
"Mr. Pvne .spoke also against the proviso.

Mr. Brinkley, Mr. B»¦scawen, Sir (Jeorgo
Downing, and Serjeant Charlton for it; the
latter saying: 'The Council's letters went
Iree.'
"The question being called for, the Snea¬

ker, Sir linrhottle (Jrimstone, was unwilling
to put it, saying he was ashamed of it; never¬
theless the proviso was curried and made part
of the bill, which was ordered to be engrosed.
"The Lords subsequently disagreed to this

proviso, and it was ultimately thrown out.
"At a subsequent period, however, both

Houses did not feel it below their honor t<»
secure to themselves this exemption from
postage."
